April Crop Report. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The April sta- 


tistical returns to tho Department of Ag- 
riculture relate to the condition of winter 
grain and of farm animals, . The present 
appearance of the grain crop is reported 
as being quite unfavorable, as thenpring 
is late and present growth of late»sown 
grain compartively small. The average of 
present condition is 82, lower than in re- 
cent years, excepting only 1883 and 1886, 
when the averages were 80 amMB re- 
spectively. The averages of the States of 
principal 
production 
are 
as fol- 


lows: New York, 91; Pennsylvania, 90; 
Ohio, 68; Michigan, 76; Indiana, 75; Illinois, 
74; Missouri, 82; Kansas, 97. The aver- 
age of Texas and of most of the Southern 
States is high—from 87 in Arkansa* to 97 
in Tennessee, though the area seeded is 
small in all this region. The condition of 
rye is much iigher, standing at 98.5-tor 
the entire breadth. The condition of farm 
animals is comparatively good. Theip 
has been some disease among horses, and 
hog cholera has been somewhat prevalent 
during the past year in its usual habitat. 
The estimated losses from disease and 
casualties are averaged as follows: For 
each thousand animal: Horses, 18; cat- 
tle, 20; sheep, 46; swine, 79. 


The Tangier ABalr. 


WABHINOTON, April 11.—The navy De- 


partment has received a long letter from 
Commander McCalla of the United States 
ship Enterise, respecting the Tangier af- 
fair, and the strained relations between 
the Moorish Government and United 
States Consul Lewis. His communica- 
tion, which is dated Tangier, March 81, 
says the present unsatisfactory situation 
is due to the unsettled condition of cer- 
tain so-called mosque-improved real es- 
tate, which is leased bv American citizens 
or their proteges, and to the circumstances 
attending the case of El Hoflr, a protege 
of Leon Roofe, a citizen of the United 
States. Hoflr is now imprisoned at Rabat. 
Commander McCalla thinks that our Gov- 
ernment is at a disadvantage in Mo- 
rocco, because it has only a consul there, 
while all the Powers except Sweden are 
represented by ministers resident.
